DEATH IN THE RUINS 


Fire in a Wholesale House 
Brings Death to the Brave 
' Fighters of the Flames. 


Ten Firemen Taken Out Dead 
' 
and Thirteen Deceive 
Serious Injuries. 


Ikdiahap olib, Sj>ecial.—W hat 
at 
first 
Bee hum an insignificant fire in 
Bowen, 
M errill & Co’s, book store to-dav resulted 
in a catastrop he in which at least ten men 
were killed and a dozen wounded, some of 
w hom will die. 
The building occup ied by 
the book comp any was a four-story and base­ 
m ent, m arble front building, facing W ash­ 
ington street just west of M eridian. The 
lire started shortly before 3 o’clock near the 
furnace in the 
subbasement. 
T he fire 
dep artm ent, when it arrived, seemed at 
a loss to locate the fire, and began p ouring 
w ater into the building at the iront when 
th e seat of the trouble was in the rear. 
For 
two hours the fight had continued in this 
w ay until a m ajority ot the sp ectators had 
left under the imp ression that the tire was 
out. About 5:30, however, there was a ter­ 
rible crash and the entire building, ex cep t 
th e front wall, fell inward. 
At the tim e a 
num ber ot firemen, variously estim ated at 
eight to twenty, were on the roof ot the 
building, and were buried in the debris, 
w hich was p iled forty feet high w ithin 
the 
walls 
of 
the 
burned 
building. 
Irnm 
ately the work of rescuing the liv­ 
ing and ex tricating the dead was begun by 
a t least five hundred volunteers, who, in 
addition to the uninjured firemen and m em ­ 
bers of the p olice, formed a strong corp s of 
workers. A t times their ears would be 
greeted by the groans of the wounded un­ 
derneath the ruins and then the work 
would be p ushed with renewed vigor.

So my sterious was 
tho d isappearan ce that man y thought 
that the n ight man must kn ow some­ 
thin g about tho matter but n othin g 
has been foun d by d etectives who 
were sen t hero to shad ow him that 
would in d icate that he had a han d in 
it.

Tho Louisiana Lottery company 
sent to Gov. Francis, of New Orleans, 
on Monday, a check for $100,000 to bo 
used in protecting the people against 
the inundation.

“On the eve of a 
session of the legislature, during 
which renewal or extension of your 
charter will bo acted upon by a ques­ 
tion vitally affecting the interests of 
this state, I have no right to place the 
people under obligations to your com­ 
pany, in however small a degree by 
my acceptance of a gratuity from it.”

There Sp no sufficient reason shown why tbe 
claim should betaken out of its turn for settle­ 
ment. It is found to be I iu practicable to give

tliat the claim ant believe* the claim to be 
fullv m ade out ami complete. 
If’claim ants certify to the above condi­ 
tion* the claim will lie considered in a few 
days. 
Com m issioner Ilantn says th at the 
bureau is now adjudicating m ore than 15,- 
000 cases a m onth, and calls are now' being 
m ade in 50,0U0 cases a m onth for evidence 
iq com plete the claim .

very w ealthy and had resided in Clinton

Ten Firemen Taken Out Dead 
and Thirteen Deceive 
Serious Injuries. 


I n d i a n a p o l i s , Special.—W hat 
at 
first 
seemed an insignificant fire in Bowen, 
M errill & Co’s, book store to-dav resulted 
in a catastrophe in w hich at least ten men 
were killed and a dozen wounded, som e of 
w hom will die. 
The building occupied by 
the book com pany was a four-story and base­ 
m ent, m arble front building, facing W ash­ 
ington street just west of M eridian. 
The 
fire started shortly before 3 o ’clock near the 
iurnace in the 
subbasem ent. 
T he fire 
departm ent, w hen it arrived, seemed at 
a loss to locate the fire, and began pouring 
w ater into the building at the iront when 
th e seat of the trouble was in the rear. 
For 
tw o hours the fight liad continued in this 
w ay until a m ajority of the spectators had 
left under the im pression that the fire was 
out. 
A bout 5:30, however, there was a ter­ 
rible crash and the entire building, except 
th e front wall, fell inw ard. 
At the tim e a 
n um ber ot firemen, variously estim ated at 
eight to twenty, were 011 the roof ot the 
building, and were buried in the debris, 
w hich was piled forty feet high w ithin 
th e 
walls 
of 
the 
burned 
building. 
1m m 
ately the w ork of rescuing the liv­ 
ing and extricating the dead was begun by 
a t least five hundred volunteers, who, in 
addition to the uninjured firemen and m em ­ 
bers o f the police, formed a strong corps of 
w orkers. 
A t times their ears w ould be 
greeted by the groans of the wounded un ­ 
derneath the ruins and then the work 
w ould be pushed w ith renew ed vigor.

The senate committee on territories has 
agreed to report favorably Senator Pierce’s 
bill for a penitentiary at Grafton.

against the passage of the bill in the senate. 
Much of the land in North D akota th at 
cannot be depended on to raise wheat by 
reason of drouths is adapted to sheep hus­ 
bandry. The buffalo grass, which is the 
richest grazing in the world, often becomes 
too short for cattle in dry years, but even 
then it can be cropped in sheep. 
The senate lum mittee on public lands has 
reported favorably Senator Pierce’s bill for 
an additional land oflh'e in North Dakota, 
which will be known as the Minot district, 
and the land office will probably be located 
at th a t place. 
It includes the northwestern 
part of the state. 
The impression prevails in certain sections 
of North Dakoto th a t the irrigation surreys 
provided for in the bill now be’ore the senate 
is for South Dakota only. 
The bill makes 
no distinction between the two Dakotas. All 
four senators siimed a request to Ma;. Powell 
to make some recommendation, and the bill 
was introduced bv Senator Pierce providing, 
for $11,000 to lie used in making surveys 
and sinking experimental wells.

Court will probably be adjourned 
to-morrow night until some time in 
April, unless some arrangement can 
be made by Judge Mills to remain 
and finish up the calendar which is 
quite lengthy.

He immediately gave the alarm and 
a thorough search was mado, but no 
clue was visible. So mysterious was 
the disappearance that many bought 
that the night man must kno v some­ 
thing about tho matter but nothing 
has been found by detectives who 
were sent here to shadow him that 
would indicate that he had a hand in 
it. 
Among the people who were* 
suspected by the company were Wil­ 
liam Paine, Jr., and Charles Searles, 
two young men of heretofore irre­ 
proachable character, and the express

ARK ESTEB FOR ROBBERY. 


Charlie Searles and Wm. Paine, Jr., 
Held for the Crime. 
In April, 1889, tho Northern Pacific 
Express company was robbed of $15,- 
000, the money being taken from the 
company’s safe in their office at the 
depot in this city. 
The money was 
part of the gold sent by the company 
to pay their employes in Brainerd, and 
arrived on the night train. 
The con­ 
signment, $31,500, was received and 
receipted for by the agent in charge 
and depx>sited in the vault, which was 
immediately closed and tho combina­ 
tion turned partly around. 
He be­ 
ing the only man on duty, went about 
his other duties as usual incident to 
tho arrival and departure of the night 
trains. 
Some time elapsed before he 
had occasion to look in the vault 
again, and when he did one of the 
bags containing $15,000 was missing. 
He immediately gave the alarm and 
a thorough search was made, but no 
clue was visible. 
So mysterious was 
tlio disappearance that many thought, 
that the night man must know some­ 
thing about the matter but nothing 
has been found by detectives who 
were sent hero to shadow him that 
would indicate that he had a hand in 
it. 
Amoug the people who were1 
sunpieeted by the company were Wil­ 
liam Paine, Jr., aud Charles Searles, 
two young men of heretofore irre­ 
proachable character, and the express 
company kept detectives on their 
tracks nearly ull summer, and while 
tho young men knew it, they were not 
in the least effected by the presence 
of their shadowers and seemed rather 
pleased or amused over Hie circum­ 
stances, and appeared to treat it as a 
huge joke. 
The* young men worked 
in tho city ail summer, and sometime 
early in the fall Charlie Searles went 
to Missoula. Montana, to work on 
telegraph linens with F. B. Hubbard. 
Shortly afterward Wm. Paine went 
there also, he having secured a job. 
When the work was done the young 
men took up claims at Frenchtown, 
twenty-five 
miles from 
Missoula, 
which are reported to be quite valu­ 
able for the timber that is on them, 
and they have been there ever since. 
Various rumors are afloat and al­ 
most every possible contortion of the 
facts have been resorted to. 
It is 
understood, however, that the evidence 
which has finally led to their arrest 
was obtained by a female detective 
who took a pine land claim adjoining 
theirs. 
It is also asserted that several 
transfers of property have been made 
by them or in which they have figured 
and that the records will Ik* brought 
to show it. 
We have it from reliable 
authority that no part of the money 
has been found 
It is also claimed 
by parties interested that events will 
happen in the next few days which 
will startle tho community, by the 
arrest of one or two prominent men 
in this city. 
Those are a few of the 
more reliable rumors which are afloat 
but none of them can be traced to any 
reliable source. 
The news that the young men had 
been arrested was received in this 
city on Wednesday, and has been the 
one theme of gossip since that time, 
many people having never heard that 
they were susjiected. 
What the out­ 
come will be no one can tell, but tho 


D is p a t c h is loth to believe that they 
will be proven guilty of the crime. 
Certainly there has been nothing in 
their p>ast lives that would lead any 
persons to believe that they were 
capable of it. 
Both young men la ­ 
king to families of the highest respec­ 
tability in the community, and their 
training has been such as would lead 
them to bettor acts than tim one with 
whicn they are charged. 
Sheriff 
Spalding and S. F. Alderman will 
leave to-night 
for 
Missoula with 
requisitions from Gov. Merriam to 
accompany them to this city, and they 
will arrive the latter part of next 
week.
